J. HL TAYLOR: ON THE 
PUTTING PROBLEM. 


Mr. R. Endersby Howard writes 
in the Daily 3fail of May 27 as 
follows :—George Duncan has ex- 
pressed the feelings of prominent 
players in declaring that there is 
something wrong with modern 
golf in respect to the preponderant 
part which patting now occupies 
in the game. The only point on 
which champions are at variance 
roncerns the remedy. 


Duncan would have the hole— 


at present 44% inches in diameter 
—made “ several'sizes larger,” 50 
that instead of its being a fluke to 
get down a long putt everybody 
might expect to do it, and the 
number of strokes ‘taken on the 
greens would be. reduced to 
reasonable proportions. Certsin- 
ly the luck .of putting—its big 
influence.on results ~has been the 
theme of” conversation ‘among 
leading players after. nearly a 

recent tournaments. . s 

Time after time the man “who 
is hitting bis long shots far and 
sure, and exercising the limit of 
human skillin applying backspic 
to his iron shots aud mashie ap- 
proaches 40 as to make them 
stop on the green.” finds himselt 
reduced to impotence in the 
effort to get the ball into the hole 
from 2 distance of 15 or 20 yards. 

“This fiddling about on the 

green makes ono feel downright 
silly,” Edward Ray rémarked..to 
me on one occasion.
